The Monohausctt, bearing tho guards of 


honor from tho New Bedford- Grand Army 
Tosts and the Loyal Legion, arrived at 
•( :OH o'clock. When the Grand Army men 
had reached tho house they worn ir.ct by 
Colonel Kcllofrgand tho undertakers. The 
Grand Army men then brought fro:r. tho 
wharf the bier on which tho casket was 
boi-ne. 


Presently '.ho bier was lifted in position 


and the coffin laid upon it. It was lifted 
lo the shoulders of the soldiers, and the 
solemn procession passed down over the 
lawn to tho boat. All was silence, sad 
and oppressive. The coflln was followed 
by Colonel 
M. V. Sheridan, support- 


ing Mis. General Sheridan 
upon his 


arm. Little Phil walked by his mother's 
side. Next followed Mrs. Colonel Sncrl- 
dau with little Mary. Sister Urban fol- 
lowed next, leading Irene, one of tho girls, 
while Sistci- Justivian followed, leading 
little Louise, the other twin. Then cair.o 
the governess and the women servants, and 
Colonels Kellogg and Ulount and Dr. Mat- 
thews and Cleric Roerbeek in turn. Down 
the long wharf, through tho two lines of 
members of the Royal Legion, passed tho 
procession. In this line was Colonel Mor- 
gan Kotch, of the staff of Governor Ames, 
of Massachusetts, representing tho Gov- 
ernor, as well as the city of New Bedford 
and the Nonquitt cottagers, 


Tho casket was lowered, and those of tho 


party who wore to go—Colonel Sheridan 
ar.d Mrs. Sheridan, Colonel Blount, Dr. 
Matthews, tho sisters and some of tho 
servants—passed on tho steamer. 
Tho 


body was next talcen aboard, followed by 
the members of tho Loyal Legion and 
the 
Grand 
Army 
men 
bearing 
tho 


casket. Tho National colors were draped 
about tins coflln, and tho sword, belt and 
cluipeau \vei-c on top. Tho bier was placed 
upon the lloo.-or the after cabin, where 3 
Grand Army ican held tho draped banner 
of the Loyal Legion. 


Tho boat left tho wharf at-1:30. If tho 


procession had been sad, parting was sad- 
der. Colonel and Miss Kellogg, with tho 
children and servants, wore huddled into 
a litt.'.o group on tho wharf together, 
llai'dly an eye which saw the spectacle 
was dry. Little Full's lips Quivered and 
he broke out crying, but the rost bore up 
nobly.
